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Campaigners warn of 
academy school divide

PLANS to force all state schools to 
convert to academies will create 
“an even wider gulf” in the 
county’s secondary schools, a 
campaign group has announced. 

Kent Education Network (KEN) 
claims academy groups, will 
“cherry pick” secondary schools 
depending on their performance as 
schools are converted in the next 
four years. 

The change would see schools 
receive funding directly from the 
government rather than the local 
authority. 

Each academy has to follow the 
same rules on admissions, special 
education needs and exclusions as 
state schools. 

Head of Research at KEN, Dr 
Michael Collins, said: “The 
government’s proposals are deeply 
unpopular with teachers, parents 
and local authorities. 

“The planned changes are likely 
to bring even deeper divisions 
between our children. 

“There is a shortage of academy 
chains which can only mean 
successful trusts fighting over 


popular and successful schools, 
while troubled schools will be left 
with any trust willing to take them 
on.” 

During the announcement, Dr 
Collins also voiced his concerns 
over the current “divide” between 
Kent’s schools. 

“The education divide in Kent is 
already a serious problem: a 
quarter of children who fail the 
Kent Test end up in schools classed 
by Ofsted as ‘requiring improve¬ 


ment’, yet every child who passes 
the eleven-plus is assured of a good 
school. The gap can only get wider 
as ambitious academy trusts refuse 
to take on Kent’s struggling 
schools because the trusts 
themselves will in future be ranked 
by means of league tables.” 

The announcement to change all 
schools in the country to acad¬ 
emies came in last month’s budget. 

In the announcement the 
chancellor of the exchequer George 


Osborne said: “Providing great 
schooling is the single most 
important thing we can do to help 
any child from a disadvantaged 
background succeed. 

“It’s the single most important 
thing we can do to boost the 
productivity of our economy. 

“I am providing extra funding so 
by 2020 every primary and 
secondary school will be, or be in 
the process of becoming, an 
academy.” 


Successful Ashford actor is 
nominated for Bafta award 


Children’s homes in 
the county visited 
2,600 times by police 


CHILDREN’S homes in Kent have 
been visited by Kent police more 
than 2,600 times since 2013, it was 
revealed today. 

The Howard League for Penal 
Reform revealed children living in 
homes are being criminalised at a 
much higher rate compared with 
others their age. 

Among 13 to 15-year-olds, 
children living in homes are almost 
six times as likely to be criminalised 
as looked after children in other 
placements and almost 20 times 
more likely than a child not in care. 

The charity suggests there is a 
problem with the current care 
system in England and Wales, 
leading to staff calling the police over 
minor incidents. Findings have been 
published in a report from charity, 
Criminal Care - Children’s Homes 
and Criminalising Children. 

The report states: “Levels of 
criminalisation of children in 
children’s homes increase dramati¬ 
cally between the ages of 13 and 15. 


“The children who are being 
criminalised whilst teenagers are the 
same children who, when younger, 
were sympathetically viewed as 
vulnerable, innocent and highly 
deserving of society’s help and 
protection. 

“There appears to be a ‘tipping 
point’ around the age of 13, at which 
time these children lose society’s 
sympathy and, rather than being 
helped, they are pushed into the 
criminal justice system.” 

Frances Crook, chief executive of 
the Howard League for Penal 
Reform, said: “These children have 
been taken into care because they 
are in dire need and their parents 
cannot, or will not, look after them. 

“They are wonderful young people 
who have had a really bad start in 
life. They deserve every chance to 
flourish. Private companies, 
charities and local authorities that 
are paid a fortune by the taxpayer 
should give these children what they 
need and deserve.”

Chatham special needs 
school slammed in 
damning Ofsted report

THE LEADERSHIP of a free school 
for special needs children in Med¬ 
way has been branded inadequate 
in an Ofsted report. 

Inspire Free Special School in 
Chatham was rated as inadequate in 
all categories, including quality of 
teaching, outcomes for pupils and 
personal development, behaviour 
and welfare. 

In the report published by the 
schools regulatory body, investiga¬ 
tors criticised the leadership at the 
school. 

It said: “Leadership at all levels is 
inadequate. The principal and other 
leaders have not secured effective 
provision in key areas, such as the 
quality of teaching and pupils’ per¬ 
sonal development and welfare.” 

The report also highlighted a lack 
of staff causing the school’s decline: 
“The absence of staff in key positions 
mean that the headteacher has no 
support to stop or tackle the recent

decline in standards.” 

The quality of work given to stu¬ 
dents was challenge by Ofsted, who 
claimed pupils at the secondary 
school were not challenged and had 
poor attitudes to their learning. 


Exclusions at the school are con¬ 
sidered to be “higher than is typical 
and are increasing”. 

A spokesperson from the school 
said: “We are clearly disappointed 
with the findings of the Ofsted in¬ 
spection which took place as the 
school was preparing to move to a 
new sponsor as we, and our govern¬ 
ing body, had already identified that 
we needed extra support. 

“The school had a very successful 
year after opening in 2014. We are 
very proud of the work we do with 
some of Medway’s most vulnerable 
children and, as Ofsted notes, staff 
care about the students and our ar¬ 
rangements for safeguarding are 
effective. 

“The school is already acting to 
address Ofsted’s finding and, even 
though the school does not transfer 
to its new sponsor until April, we 
have been working with them since 
the inspection. 

“The school and its governors 
have a shared confidence that we 
will soon be in a very different place 
now we have support.”

Both he and Anne were very 
good friends of our charity and we will miss 
Ronnie very much, he was both a huge star and a 
true gentleman.” 


Two protests set to 
take place in Dover 

KENT Police said that they would “build on 
previous experiences” as they prepared for two 
separate protests in Dover on Saturday (April 2).

Assistant chief constable Neil Jerome said: “I 
want to reassure residents, visitors and business¬ 
es in the town that we are working with our 
partners and organisers, to build upon previous 
experiences, to minimum disruption to the local 
community and economy.” 

A Karn spokesperson said: “Dover has a proud 
history of standing up to fascism and we want to 
celebrate our open and welcoming community. 

“Kent Anti Racism Network is therefore 
organising a small convoy of aid to Calais as well 
as organising a protest on April 2.” 


Warning issued after 
wave of scam emails 

RESIDENTS in Kent are being warned of the latest 
wave of scam emails landing in people’s inboxes. 

The unsolicited emails urge recipients to set up 
a direct debit and pay their council tax online. 

Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council 
received a report from a concern resident who 
had received the email. 

In the email, the fraudster urges residents to 
click on a link to pay their council tax online. 

Sharon Shelton, the council’s director of finance 
and transformation, said: “This is the latest in a 
range of scams aimed at tricking people to part 
with their bank details and their cash. 

“Council tax payments are collected by the 
council only, not central government. 

“Our officers never email or telephone 
residents to ask them to confirm their bank details 
and we are urging residents to be extremely wary 
of these unscrupulous individuals who may use a 
variety of tactics to try to get them to part with 
personal details or money.”

SIX new ‘compass points’ helping to support 
victims of crime have been set up across 
Kent. 

The helpdesks have been developed by in¬ 
dependent charity Victim Support. 

Police and crime commissioner Ann 
Barnes awarded the charity a three-year 
contract, to offer help to thousands more vic¬ 
tims in the county. 

The helpdesks will begin operating in 
Dover, Gravesend, Maidstone, Strood, Mar¬ 
gate and Tunbridge Wells from Monday 
(April 4). 

They will each be open for two hours a 
week and are available for walk ins or with 
an appointment. 

Visitors will be able to get help and advice 
from Victim Support staff and volunteers, as 
well as receiving safety items such as per¬ 
sonal alarms and home protection devices 
where required. 

Kultar Nayyar, services director at Victim 
Support, said: “We have developed compass 
points to offer an entirely new and simple 
way for people to access services they need 
as a victim of crime and to break down barri¬ 
ers to reaching support. 

“Each compass point will be hosted by 


staff and volunteers with localised knowl¬ 
edge, who are trained to offer support tai¬ 
lored to meet the needs of every individual. 
This new service will enhance the work we 
already do across Kent and increase our vis¬ 
ibility in local communities.” 

Victims will be able to use the compass 
points even if they have not reported their 
crime to the police. 

PCC Ann Barnes said: “I made a commit¬ 
ment to put victims and witnesses of crime at 
the heart of everything we do here in Kent 


and last year we successfully launched the 
county’s first victims and witness help and 
advice centre, Compass House, in Ashford. 

“More than 53,000 victims of crime 
have been offered help since then. 

“Now we’re building on our work with 
Victim Support by launching these new 
compass points so that even more victims 
have access to the help they need closer to 
home - and offering a more personal face- 
to-face service rather than online or over 
the phone.”

Police arrest two men in

Roy Blackman, 73, was found 
dead at his home in Headcorn 
Road shortly before 9am on 
Monday March 21, before a 
post-mortem examination the 
next day revealed he died as a 
result of multiple blunt force 
injuries.

Both remain in custody. 

Last week, a 49-year-old man 
who was arrested on suspicion 
of the murder was released on 
bail until Thursday, April 28. 

Neighbours of the retired 
businessman admitted that Mr 
Blackman’s residence was one 


of a number of homes targeted 
by burglars in recent years and 
expressed their shock at the 
death of a popular man. 

Adrian Lidgett, of the 
Biddenden Neighbourhood 
Watch, told KoS: “We’re very 
surprised at the news, he was a 
well liked man, very polite and 
caring. 

“Unfortunately he had 
suffered some break ins over the 
years, I’m afraid it goes on 
everywhere. But he was very 
well liked. 

“His wife died several years 
ago and he was a liked business 
man who ran a garage in the 
village, though he’d retired 
since then.”

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Storm Katie swept into the county over the Easter 
weekend and left her mark by leaving many without 
electricity and scattering rubbish bins and fence 
panels but she also claimed a high profile victim - the 
Old Man of Kent, our tallest tree. Luke May reports... 


Katie leaves her 
mark on county 


S TRONG winds battered 
much of the county across 
Easter Sunday and Monday 
last weekend, with wide¬ 
spread disruption to roads, 
rails and garden furniture. 

Gusts were recorded at up to 70 
miles per hour as Storm Katie came 
to Kent. 

While there were no reported inju¬ 
ries in the county during the storm, 
fallen trees, damaged property, pow¬ 
er outages and boats coming loose 
with passengers on board meant the 
effects of Storm Katie had a lasting 
effect. 

With the brunt of the storm hitting 
during the morning, emergency serv¬ 
ices were out in force across the coun¬ 
ty to deal with a range of incidents. 

A Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
spokesperson said: “Fire crews have 
had a busy morning responding to 
weather-related incidents following a 
storm this morning. 

“Most callouts were to make the 
scene safe after damage to property.” 

Apart from the expected call outs of 
roof tiles slipping and chimneys fall¬ 
ing, three people had to be saved from 
the River Medway after a boat came 
loose from its mooring in Tonbridge. 

Elsewhere a flat roof had become 
detached in Elmfield Close Gravesend, 
while signs had to be secured by fire 
services using height vehicles in Mar¬ 
gate. 

A wooden stable block had blown 
over onto an embankment of the 
A228 in Hoo was dismantled by Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service crews. 

In Cuxton, a trampoline was blown 
onto a road causing some delays. 

Throughout most of Monday both 
the Sheppey Crossing and OEII bridge 
were closed to traffic, with the latter 
having knock-on effects on the M25. 

Traffic heading clockwise suffered 
delays of up to an hour after one of the 
northbound tunnels was closed to be 
used as a diversion for southbound 
traffic. 

Kent’s A’ roads were not with ex¬ 
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ception from the damage, with falling 
trees and flooding closing roads in 
Tunbridge Wells, Canterbury and 
Challock, near Faversham. 

And among the victims of the fall¬ 
ing trees could be the famous Old 
Man of Kent. 

The county’s tallest tree, standing 
at nearly 50 metres tall could be re¬ 
moved following damage from the 
storm. 

As Katie’s winds howled, branches 
from the tree were blown to the 
ground. 

Branches from the grand silver fir, 
abies grandis, were found to be 
diseased. 

Following the discovery, site opera¬ 
tors will now discuss whether the ag¬ 
ing tree may have to be removed from 
the area. 

Site inspections at the 2,000-acre 
Bedgebury National Pinetum and 
Forest, near Goudhurst revealed 
damage to several trees as well as the 
Old Man. 

Patrick West, Bedgebury manager 
said: “The damage to trees following 
storms like Katie just goes to rein¬ 
force why the work that we carry out 
here at Bedgebury is so important for 
the international conservation of 
conifers.” 

The National Pinetum also suffered 
damage to some its original trees dat¬ 
ing back to the 1920s. 

On Monday, the area had to be 
closed off to the public for its safety. 

Mr West said: “The enjoyment of 
our visitors is very important to us, 
but our first concern is always their 
safety, so following the storm our 
team worked very hard to check, 
clear and re-open the site as soon as 
was physically possible.” 

Cross-channel ferries were drawn 
to a halt after high winds closed the 
Port of Dover in the morning, but 
services resumed at around lunch¬ 
time. 

Resulting damage to trees and 
power lines meant large parts of the 
county were left without power. 


Thousands were left without pow¬ 
er for most of the day as the service 
tried to cope with power outages in 
all parts of the county. 

Areas in Swanley, Whitstable, 
Gravesend and Maidstone are among 
those to have reportedly suffered 
power cuts. 

UK Power Networks, responsible 
for electricity in the south east and 
east of England says it received 
100,000 calls from across its patch 
during the storm. 

A spokesperson said: “Electricity 
was restored to the 100,000 proper¬ 
ties affected by power cuts caused by 
Storm Katie. 

“UK Power Networks answered 
over 22,000 customer calls and sent 
25,000 text updates on Monday 
(March 28), while hundreds 
of engineers worked to repair 
East 


damage to overhead lines. 

“By bringing in extra teams we 
managed to quickly complete all 
storm repairs in the East of England 
by Monday night and most in the 
South East. 

“We kept people updated about 
progress to restore supplies, by text 
and phone calls where we had their 
details.” 

Rail services already faced delays 
as Network Rail carried out engi¬ 
neering work across Kent, but as 
trees fell onto lines rail services in 
west Kent faced delays. 

The line between Tunbridge Wells 
and Hastings was closed, with severe 
disruptions while there were also 
closures between Sevenoaks and 
Tonbridge. 

Disruption meant rail services 
heading from Sevenoaks to Ashford 


were also delayed. A spokesperson 
from Southeastern said: “Storm Ka¬ 
tie caused disruption on Monday 
morning with trees and debris being 
blown onto the railway track. 

“Network Rail worked to remove 
the trees and clear the debris as soon 
as possible. Some earlier services 
were affected, but the situation had 
started to improve by mid-after¬ 
noon.” 

Storm Katie was the 11th storm to 
hit the UK to be named by the Met 
Office. 

It travelled north east from the Bay 
of Biscay on the western coast of 
France, landing on the south coast of 
England. 

Once Katie hit the coast, strong 
winds and heavy rains lasted 
throughout the early hours of the 
morning until the early afternoon.

Consultation 
on crossing 
closes... but 
what next? 


The Dartford Crossing’s traffic issues 
and environmental impact have 
caused concern for years and when, 
finally, a consultation was announced 
on another Lower Thames Crossing its 
proposals saw neighbouring boroughs 
pitched against each other. Luke May 
takes a look at the story so far... 


A FTER two months of 
consulting, the public’s 
window of opportunity 
to voice opinions on a 
crossing east of Graves¬ 
end shut last week. 

Option C was suggested as High¬ 
ways England’s recommended route 
for a new Lower Thames Crossing - to 
both alleviate the current problems 
at Dartford but also cope with the 
predicted levels of transport growth 
in the future. 

Built to work alongside the cross¬ 
ing at Dartford, the proposal would 
see a new road built from the start of 
the M2 heading north through the 
Gravesham countryside, where an 
underground tunnel would then 
cross the Thames. 

From there a road would be built to 
connect to existing roads in Essex, 
with a new junction built in Ockend- 
on to join on to the M25 between 
junction 29 and junction 30. 

Calls for a new crossing have been 
made for some time, with Dartford 
the only Thames crossing east of 
London. 

In 2009, a report called for a sec¬ 
ond crossing to help ease congestion 
at Dartford during peak times. 


The consultation saw firm opposi¬ 
tion from locals and villages in the 
Gravesham countryside as well as ce¬ 
lebrity intervention and even a high 
profile cabinet resignation. 

Below is a complete timeline of the 
key events this consultation 
witnessed: 

January 26 - The Highways Eng¬ 
land Option C consultation officially 
gets under way, with Highways Eng¬ 
land declaring a route through the 
Gravesham countryside past villages 
of Shorne and Chalk as its “preferred 
option”. 

January 31 - Anti-option C cam¬ 
paigners Abridge2far write a letter to 
the leader of Kent County Council, 
Paul Carter, urging him to remove 
his support for the crossing. 

February 8 - Gravesham Rural’s 
Kent County Council representative 
Bryan Sweetland steps down from 
county council cabinet post claiming 
the development would cause “the 
worst devastation in the area since 
the last world war.” 

February 10 - A Kent and Med¬ 
way economic group support the 
crossing east of Gravesend. 

Formed of business representa¬ 
tives, education representatives and 
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QEII BRIDGE: Since it opened the crossing - bridge and tunnel - has been controversial

councillors from across Kent and 
Medway, Kent and Medway Econom¬ 
ic Partnership (KMEP) board mem¬ 
bers voted overwhelmingly in favour 
of the move. 

Chairman Geoff Miles said: “Kent 
and Medway are the gateway to Eu¬ 
rope. 

To empower businesses to operate 
effectively in the South East, it is es¬ 
sential for new capacity to be added to 
the road network.” 

February 22 - KCC Leader Paul 
Carter continues to back crossing 
east of Gravesend. In a letter to cam¬ 
paigners against the tunnel, Mr Cart¬ 
er wrote: “I am still of the view that in 
the right location, a new Lower 
Thames Crossing to the east of 
Gravesend has the potential to re¬ 
lieve congestion at the current 
Dartford Crossing, create greater 
network resilience and most impor-

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tantly, create a step change in the 
economic output of the area. 

A study by consultants KMPG esti¬ 
mated a crossing in this location 
would contribute £12.7bn to the local 
economy and create 6,000 new jobs” 

February 22 - Gravesham Bor¬ 
ough Council draws £150,000 from 
its reserve funds to continue its fight 
against proposals. 

February 23 - Transport minister 
Patrick McLoughlin says the govern¬ 
ment is not ruling out the possibility 
of a crossing at Dartford (Option A) 
during meeting with local Grave¬ 
sham figures. Following the meeting, 
Gravesham council leader John Cu- 
bitt said: “The minister said he want¬ 
ed to put on record that Option A is 
still absolutely on the table.” 

February 27 - Protesters from 
Shorne, Chalk, Higham join other 
anti-Option C campaigners at protest 
in Community Square, Gravesend, 
with Mr Cubitt, local MP Adam Hol¬ 
loway, Abridge2far campaigner Bob 
Lane and reverend at St Mary’s 
Church in Chalk, Nigel Bourne, all 
speaking to the crowd. 

March 8 - The last in a series of 
public consultation events in Kent, 
Essex and south east London is held 
in Rochester, with more than 13,000 
people attending the events. 

March 10 - Panel of pro and anti 
Option C campaigners, including 
Highways England senior project 
manager Martin Potts hold debate in 
Shorne Village Hall, hosted by BBC 
Radio Kent’s John Warnett and Mag¬ 
gie Doyle. 

During the debate, protesters call 
the consultation “biased” claiming it 


did not give enough opportunity to 
voice support for option A. 

At the debate, Mr Sweetland said: 
““It’s just ridiculous. I’ve done quite a 
few consultations over the years and 
I’ve never seen one that’s quite so bi¬ 
ased as this one. 

“I just think the whole thing has 
been handled very poorly and I agree 
it is like a sales brochure for option C.” 

March 15 - Celebrity activist Rus¬ 
sell Brand joins the debate. The Thur- 
rock-born comedian slams proposals, 
calling option C a “terrible, terrible 
plan”. 

March 15 - As environmental 
voices mount against the crossing, 
the Woodland Trust claims both pro¬ 
posed routes for option C would cause 
“irreversible damage” to up to five an¬ 
cient woodlands in the area. 

Oliver Newham from the trust said: 
““Surveys show these woods are in¬ 
credibly valuable; home to badgers, 
rare orchids and all three species of 
woodpecker which breed in the UK. 

“It also highlights a further flaw in 
the planning process, with one pro¬ 
posal set to result in the loss of the 
very woodland planted to compen¬ 
sate for destruction of a previous an¬ 
cient woodland - you couldn’t make 
it up. 

March 24- The consultation clos¬ 
es with nearly 30,000 online re¬ 
sponses. 

But what happens now? A decision 
on any new crossing is now in the 
hands of the secretary of state for 
transport, Patrick McLoughlin, with 
an announcement on the govern¬ 
ment’s decision not expected until 
later this year.

Festival grew 
out of ban on 
house parties 

It started as a typical act of teenage rebellion 
and has now manifested itself into one of the 
biggest independent music festivals in the 
country. Tom Pyman finds out about LeeFest... 


OU may have seen the advert for 
LeeFest that has recently occupied 
a prime slot before the screening of 
blockbuster films at cinemas. 

The independent festival has 
become something of a phenomenon in recent 
years, gaining mainstream acclaim when it 
won ‘Best Grassroots Festival’ at the UK Festi¬ 
val Awards and ‘Best Festival’ at the Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Music Awards. 

Its connection with Kent is long-standing, 
having been staged at a variety of venues 
around the county over the years, and as it 
celebrates its tenth anniversary this summer 
at a top secret location near Tunbridge Wells, 
its appeal is arguably greater than ever. 

Founder Lee Denny told KoS how it all be¬ 
gan in his Beckenham back garden: “My par¬ 
ents went on holiday one summer when I was 
16, and had just finished my GCSEs. 

“They left me and my friends one rule: no 
house parties. 

“So being 16, we thought it would be genius 
if we were to have a festival in the back gar¬ 


den, because technically that wasn’t a house 
party. 

“It took us about a week to organise and get 
friends and local bands involved. 

“Through word of mouth we ultimately got 
about 150 people attending, which is quite a 
lot for a back garden. 

“It snowballed from there really - we decid¬ 
ed to do it again the next year and 300 people 
turned up. 

“The next year it was 600 on a school field 
so it carried on growing with more and more 
people wanting to come, which led us to the 
tenth year at a new venue.” 

The festival has helped launch the careers 
of a number of acts who have gone on to ex¬ 
traordinary success: London Grammar, 
Bastille, Years & Years, Clean Bandit and Jack 
Garratt to name but a few. 

“We have always been focussed on intro¬ 
ducing new music by giving them a great 
place to play and supporting their careers,” 
Mr Denny said. 

“We’re not taking any credit for how their

careers have panned out but it’s nice to be able 
to say they played here early on and that the 
hard work is helping.” 

Mr Denny is keen to emphasise that it is ‘we’ 


and not T and that it has been a concerted team 
effort to get the festival to where it is today. 

Four people are employed full time in the of¬ 
fice, while another 20 get involved part time. 


As the event draws closer, he says that 
number grows and grows and on the day it 
takes as many as 300 people to make the festi¬ 
val safe and successful. 


“I wouldn’t like to personally be seen as an 
inspiration but the team definitely is, because 
it’s so much bigger than just me.

“We didn’t have a grand idea at the outset, but 
we just knew we loved music and arts and didn’t 
want to accept that the world had to be the way 
it was, so we started making stuff happen.” 

The Android advert has undoubtedly helped 
raise the profile of the festival, but Mr Denny ad¬ 
mits he never knew quite how big an impact it 
would have. 

“They were looking for inspirational stories of 
young people doing something exciting, so we 
agreed to it and then made the film with them,” 
he said. 

“They didn’t tell us quite how far it would go 
so the first time I saw it was when I went to see 
Star Wars. 

“I came in late in a yellow coat, and was try¬ 
ing to squeeze down a row and suddenly it’s on 
the big screen and everyone’s looking at me. 

“When I started out and just thought ‘let’s 
call it LeeFest,’ I didn’t really expect to be reach¬ 
ing seven million views on YouTube.” 

While some headliners, including folk and 
soul singer Lianne La Havas, for this year’s festi¬ 
val - titled Neverland - have been announced, 
there is a real element of secrecy about it that 
Mr Denny is keen to maintain. 

“We’ve kept it secret because it’s fun,” he said. 

“It makes it feel special, plus it’s useful for se¬ 
curity in that you only want the right 


kind of people to know. 

“We’re expecting about 5,000 people this 
year. 

“It may seem from the outside that it’s 
grown massively overnight but over 10 years 
it’s not quite as big and scary as it seems. 

“There’s a real sense of community because 
everyone gets know one another. 

“There are not many festivals that are that 
small and putting on nationally renowned 
artists. 

“The intimacy is good - it’s what makes the 
festival unique I suppose - and there’s an at¬ 
titude of making the most of life by making 
friends and engaging with new music. 

“I know some other festivals struggle, and I 
think like anything that becomes very fash¬ 


ionable, you get some people who come into the 
industry for the wrong reasons. 

“They’re looking to just make money and 
their focus is not on creating a great time for 
people attending. 

“That then makes it harder for them to 
survive.” 

After a decade of success, Mr Denny is keen to 
continue the festival’s growth, but doing so 
while keeping the intimate charm that made it 
so appealing in the first place is a challenge. 

“There’s always an element of taking each 
time as it comes,” he said. 

“We sit down after each one and say ‘shall we 
do it again?’ 

“It’s important to keep that organic growth - 
and we’re very focused on why we started the 


event and we always try and come up with new, 
fresh ideas to make it bigger and better each 
year. 

“For us it’s not just about putting up another 
stage or another tent with some old stuff in it - 
we are creating a special kingdom for people to 
explore, places for people to go and find, so 
hopefully they’ll never find it stale or boring. 

“When we took a year off we tried to reimag¬ 
ine the whole concept, and that’s where we 
came up with Neverland. 

“The big difference between now and when 
we started is that I never used to get stressed. 

“I have had to learn about running a busi¬ 
ness, which is something you never really think 
about when you’re 16.” 

LeeFest will run this year from July 28-30.

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Geared up 
for cycling 
revolution? 


The government - and its transport 
minister - wants us all to get on our 
bikes to reduce congestion on the 
roads, boost our fitness and fight 
pollution. Simon Allin talks to a Kent 
cycling entrepreneur about whether 
the county is geared up for change... 


A NEW government plan 
to create a long-term 
strategy for walking 
and cycling has been 
welcomed by a Kent cy¬ 
cling entrepreneur. 

Last weekend transport minister 
Robert Goodwill announced plans 
to double cycling, reverse the decline 
in walking and improve the safety of 
cyclists. 

The aim of the new approach is to 
ensure getting around by bike or on 
foot is the natural choice for shorter 
journeys by 2040. 

‘Safe and attractive’ infrastruc¬ 
ture is to be provided to help achieve 
this goal, with local bodies given the 
authority to come up with solutions 
that meet the needs of their areas. 

Adrian Oliver, who runs the Free¬ 
wheel Pub in Graveney, supports the 
need for a long-term approach to im¬ 
prove cycling infrastructure in the 
county. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Cycling 
infrastructure in Kent is not as good 
as in other areas. 

“There is no strategy behind the 
development of infrastructure in 
Kent and it is poorly maintained, so 
we don’t have good infrastructure at 
the moment. 

“There are lots of admirable pro¬ 
grammes suggested but there is not 
the funding behind it. 

“There is a need for more invest¬ 
ment in running the infrastructure 
and a need for a more long-term ap¬ 
proach.” 

Mr Oliver is also the founder of 
Kent-based CyclingAge, the organi¬ 
sation that delivers Bikeability for 
children in schools around Kent, as 
well as adult cycling training. 

He pointed out that boosting the 
number of cyclists would pay divi¬ 
dends by reducing the burden on lo¬ 
cal infrastructure. 

“It would make such a difference 
in Kent, where we do not have the 
healthiest population,” he ex¬ 
plained. “We need to take that cost 
out of the NHS and a healthier popu¬ 
lation will do that really easily.” 

Government figures support this 
analysis. If Danish levels of cycling 
were to be achieved in the UK, it is 
estimated that this would save the 
NHS £17 billion within ten years.

Other areas of the country, such 
as London and Manchester, have 
seen significant investment in cycle 
routes in recent years. 

Work is already underway in 
these cities to create segregated cy¬ 
cleways, which protect cyclists from 
other traffic more effectively than 
traditional cycle lanes. 

“Separating cyclists from the 
main traffic is so important - but 
there is not the political will in Kent 
to do it, which is a shame,” said Mr 
Oliver. 

“It does not take a lot of money to 
do this - it is about the political will.” 

British successes in the Tour de 
France and the Olympics have 
helped to raise the profile of cycling 
in recent years, introducing more 
people to a sport that had previously 
been overlooked. 

Despite these successes, the UK 
has a long way to go before it catches 
up with countries such as Germany 
and the Netherlands, where cycling 
is a much bigger part of the culture. 

According to a 2013 survey by the 
European Commission, only four 
per cent of the UK said they cycled 
every day, compared to 43 per cent 
of the Dutch population. 

Mr Oliver said he had noticed a 
rise in the number of people cycling 
following the success of the UK’s 
athletes on the world stage. 

“Yorkshire went for the Tour de 
France and there is a great atmos¬ 
phere there now, which is encour¬ 
aging people to get on their bikes - 
and that gets the politicians going,” 
he explained. 

“I think it is certain that the suc¬ 
cess in Beijing and in London has 
done a tremendous amount for cy¬ 
cling and there has been an increase 
in the past few years. 

“As a result of the money going in 
from the National Lottery, we start¬ 
ed winning things, which was 
great. 

“To win the Tour de France twice 
in the last five years is incredible, so 
there has been an increase. We just 
have to keep going.” 

A consultation has been launched 
by the government seeking views on 
its new strategy, and people are able 
to submit their responses until May 
25.

THE Freewheel in Graveney 
is a pub with a difference - it 
comes with a fully-equipped 
bicycle workshop offering 
repairs and services. 

Puncture repair, spoke 
replacement and gear 
service are among the 
services on offer at this 
unique venue, situated 
between the North Downs 
and the Kent Coast. 

“It started off because we 
needed another workshop 
for people to come and have 
their bikes serviced, and I 
couldn’t find anywhere on 
the high street that was the 
right sort of place,” owner 
Adrian Oliver explained. 

“Someone mentioned that 
a pub had been shut for a 
while, and it made the 
perfect building.” 

Combining the needs of 
the community with those of 
cyclists passing through has 
made the business viable at 
a time when pubs are 
closing at a fast rate. 

“It has been brilliant. It 
was never an ambition of 
mine to run a pub, but the 
community has helped to 
make it into a proper pub 
again, and the cycling 
community have helped to 
make it sustainable. 

“It takes time to get these 


things known about but with 
social media it is quicker to 
get the message across, and 
traditional media helps too. 

“We are having our first 
birthday party on May bank 
holiday. We will have a 
garden party on the Monday, 
with bands coming, 
including Big Orange Head 
from Whitstable.” 

Mr Oliver’s passion for 
cycling began at a young 
age, but he cycled less and 
less when he became a 
commuter. 

“Then I started working 
from home and commuting 
with my kids to school on 
their bikes, and that is when 
I realised no-one else was 
doing it. So one day I rang 
Kent County Council and 
they encouraged me to do 
something about it. 

Mr Oliver, 49, became a 
fully qualified Bikeability 
instructor, and the Free¬ 
wheel marks his latest 
attempt to raise the profile of 
cycling. 

“We get all sorts of people 
coming to the pub,” he said. 
“It is not a boozer; it’s a 
traditional pub that makes 
everyone feel comfortable. 
We sell coffee and cake as 
well as beer, so it is a very 
friendly place.”

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Go with the evidence 
not with ‘gut-feeling’ 

In the latest article on key EU issues, Professor Feargal 
Cochrane looks at the ‘toxic issue’ of immigration...

W E currently have 
something ap¬ 
proaching a perfect 
storm in UK poli¬ 
tics, relating to in¬ 
ward migration and the forthcoming EU 
referendum and this looks set to increase 
in severity over the coming months and 
certainly until mid-summer. 

Immigration has been an under¬ 
current in British politics for at least 
two generations, but it has become a 
toxic issue for the main political par¬ 
ties for several reasons. 

Firstly, there is a debate over num¬ 
bers with a belief in some quarters 
that there are too many people com¬ 
ing into Britain, causing an unrea¬ 
sonable pressure on jobs, and other 
aspects of social and health policy. 

Secondly, the issue of migrant 
numbers has been hitched to the de¬ 
bate over EU membership, because of 


the numbers who have taken advan¬ 
tage of free movement rules within 
the EU and migrated from less afflu¬ 
ent countries within the European 
Economic Area. 

Thirdly, the global economic crisis 
that crippled Greece and led to aus¬ 
terity in Ireland, Spain, the UK and 
elsewhere, sharpened the debate over 
inward migration and the EU regula¬ 
tions that facilitated it. 

Fourthly, the concentration on na¬ 
tional security issues since the attacks 
of September 11th 2001, the invasions 
of Afghanistan and Iraq by the US and 
its allies, (including the UK); the bomb 
attacks in London, Madrid -and more 
recently in Paris and Brussels, has led 
to a concern with securing the physi¬ 
cal borders against attacks from those 
beyond them. 

The result was that migration has 
been defined in terms of threats rath¬ 


er than benefits (not only in the UK - 
but across Western Europe) with lit¬ 
tle distinction being made between 
inward EU migration and those from 
beyond it. 

So the issue of migration sits at the 
centre of political debate within Brit¬ 
ain over its future in the European Un¬ 
ion and looks set to be a key issue in 
the referendum vote on 23 June 2016. 

However, many people will take an 
instinctive decision to what wifi argu¬ 
ably be the most important democratic 
decision they wifi participate in during 
their lifetimes, based on a gut feeling - 
rather than on a careful weighing of 
the evidence available to them. 

Much of the debate over immigra¬ 
tion centres on black and white opin¬ 
ions, rather than on careful assess¬ 
ment of the evidence. 

An Ipsos MORI survey conducted 
after the 2015 General Election, 
showed that the UK public believed 
migrants made up 24 per cent of the 
population in the UK - nearly twice 
the real figure of just over 12.5 per 
cent, which included students, who 
are not permanent residents. 

The population of EU migrants is 
much smaller, with just over 4 per 
cent of all the population in England 
and Wales being EU migrants accord¬ 
ing to 2011 Census. 

Numerous academic studies have 
found that inward migration has not 
been a drain on the UK economy and 
in fact the opposite is the case with a 
net fiscal contribution identified. 

Migrants have been found less like¬ 




ly than UK citizens to receive state 
benefits or tax credits and less likely 
to live in social housing. When prop¬ 
erly fiscally audited, it can be seen 
that migrants make broader contri¬ 
butions to the UK economy beyond 
strict monetary transactions. 

In short, other countries pay for 
their skills and education while the 
UK benefits from it, while migrants 
are in the main healthy and young, 
and thus less likely to use the NHS 
than British nationals. 

Finally, as the Migration Observa¬ 
tory in Oxford reported in 2013, two 
of the top three migrant origin coun¬ 
tries to the UK were India and Paki¬ 
stan, which were not in the EU, while 
other top sending countries included 
South Africa and the USA, again, not 
in the EU and rather complicating the 
argument that leaving the EU will 
free the UK from mass migration. 

It would be nice if voters based their 
forthcoming decision in the EU refer¬ 
endum on an informed judgement 
over who migrants are, how many are 
permanently resident in the UK and 
what they contribute to the economic 
and cultural fabric of the country. 

If this happens then we might all 
come out the other side of the result 
having finally come to terms with the 
immigration issue. 

Race and religion though (often 
proxies for opinions on immigration) 
-well that’s another matter.

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Transformed view 
of Medway bridges 

A striking photograph of the Medway bridges has been 
selected as one of the best in a photography competition 
aiming to raise public awareness of infrastructure and will 
now be featured in an exhibition, writes Molly Kersey-Law 


A PHOTOGRAPH of the 
Medway Valley Crossing 
in Cuxton has been se¬ 
lected as the runner up 
in a competition. 

The photograph was taken by 
Patrick Higgins - a professional pho¬ 
tographer from North Wales, who 
frequently travels to Medway. 

It was entered into the Royal Insti¬ 
tution of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) 
photography competition, which 
aims to ‘celebrate the most iconic and 
important infrastructure schemes’. 

Mr Higgins, who has been taking 
photographs professionally for some 
ten years, explained: “I have been 
travelling backwards and forwards to 
the area since 1996 and have seen 
the entire crossing develop. 

“My wife comes from Kent, her par¬ 
ents and brother have lived there 
since we were married.” 

Speaking about his photograph, he 
said: “In this instance, the sun was 
low towards the west creating the 


magical textures that you see within 
the photograph. 

“I took several compositions but I 
liked this one the most - it’s stark 
with a brooding sky, yet alive with 
colour,” he added. 

“Most structures can pass you by 
and often you don’t get to see the 
bridges from this low perspective. It’s 
incredible just how the right kind of 
light can transform your view - con¬ 
crete will never be the same again.” 

The nationwide competition ac¬ 
cepts entries of original photographs 
of man-made physical structures 
such as roads, bridges, tunnels and 
power stations. 

It was launched with the aim of 
raising public awareness of ‘the im¬ 
portance of infrastructure to every¬ 
day life and economic growth’. 

The judging panel was made up of 
both industry and photography ex¬ 
perts including Ann Bentley - the 
global chair of property and con¬ 
struction practice Rider Levett Buck- 


nail and architectural photographer 
Steve Mayes. 

Speaking about Mr Higgins’ work, 
the judges explained that they “loved 
the arrangement of the structure in 
this photograph and how Patrick has 
successfully made such a huge cross¬ 
ing appear elegant, by capturing 
beautiful warm colours and alluring 
textures”. 

Mr Higgins was pipped to the post 
by Matthew Jospeh, who won the 
competition with his photograph of 
the Lee Tunnel in London, which is 
part of the River Thames Tideway 
Scheme. 

Mr Higgins’ photograph, along 
with nine others that made the top 
ten, will now be showcased at an ex¬ 
hibition at RICS’ headquarters at Par¬ 
liament Square in London. 

The exhibition begins on April 18 
and lasts for a week, before the imag¬ 
es will be auctioned to raise money 
for property industry charity 
LandAid.

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When waves claimed lives of 
nine Incredibly brave' sailors 


During a storm in January 1857, cargo 
ship the Northern Belle ran aground 
on rocks at Kingsgate and in a bid to 
rescue its crew three boats were 
launched but only two sets of sailors 
returned as Chris Murphy reports... 


I T was a disaster at sea wit¬ 
nessed by thousands lining the 
famous cliff-tops around the 
north Kent coast - a flounder¬ 
ing cargo ship had run aground 
which led to the deaths of nine brave 
men who dashed to its rescue. 

As the sun rose, crowds gathered 
on the coastal cliffs to watch the 
crew’s eventual salvation. 

Just hours earlier the sea had taken 
the lives of the Victory, a lugger sta¬ 
tioned at Margate, which was used as a 
‘surfboat’, a privately owned lifeboat. 

A lugger is a class of small boat gen¬ 
erally used for fishing and named af¬ 
ter its lugsails set on two or more 
masts and perhaps lug topsails. 

Today a memorial stands against 
the sea wall in the coastal town near 
to the Turner Contemporary to re¬ 
member those who died that fateful 


night of January 5,1857. 

The campaign to have it installed 
was down to the staff and regulars of 
the Northern Belle inn, named after 
the ship the Victory sped to save. 

The Belle was on her way to Lon¬ 
don from New York. Thanks to the 
fearless work of the Kent men, none of 
her crew were lost. 

It is a terrifying story of pluck that 
has seldom been repeated. 

On the night of January 5, a terrible 
storm was brewing in the English 
Channel that was to eventually turn 
into a full blown gale with ice and 
snow to intensify the nightmare. 

The Northern Belle made anchor 
but it slipped in the wind and the ship 
strayed on to rocks at Kingsgate, be¬ 
tween Margate and Broadstairs. She 
was spotted and by 3am it was clear 
the men on board were in peril.

The winds were blowing in the 
wrong direction so the lifeboats Mary 
White and Culmer White were moved 
by horses from Broadstairs to Mar¬ 
gate so they could safely launch. 

While they were being moved, a 
trio of luggers called Ocean, Eclipse 
and Victory went to sea hoping to 
make some salvage money. 

The Ocean plucked five men to safe¬ 
ty leaving around 25 still on board. 

During the rescue, the Victory was 
hit by the powerful waves, turned 
over, and her entire crew was lost. 

The lugger crews were hoping to top 
up their wages over the winter, but the 
work was extremely hazardous. 


Ian Dickie is the lead volunteer at 
Margate museum, where a display all 
about the rescue is available to see. 

He told us: “Those men were in¬ 
credible brave. This was not a good 
time in history to be on a boat. 

“It was a hard, hard life in the nine¬ 
teenth century. I would not want to 
do their job. Once you are around 
500 metres off shore, you haven’t got 
a chance of getting back to shore in 
the storms these men went out in. If 
the cold didn’t get you, you would 
drown from eventual exhaustion. 

“It really was quite horrendous. 

“During the rescue of the Belle, the 
Victory went over and the huge waves 





washed the crew overboard. They 
just never had a chance. 

“There were the lifeboats which 
were run by a charity and the surf- 
boats which were privately owned. It 
was usually the same crew on both. 

“But the men liked to go out in the surf- 
boats because that meant they could go

back afterwards and do salvage. 

“The Northern Belle was quite an 
important ship coming over from 
America.” 

After the Victory went down, it was 
decided those that remained on the 
Belle crew should stay put for the 
night, and were lashed to the one re¬ 


maining mast and ride out the storm. 

The next day the two lifeboats were 
sent out to complete the rescue mak¬ 
ing three trips between them. One 
man, George Emptage, made all three 
trips, the final one to talk the captain 
and pilot off the decks and leave the 
Belle. 


Mr Dickie says a lifeboat used in the 
rescue was later paraded through the 
town complete with the Belle’s flag 
which was kept at the Broadstairs 
harbourmaster’s office for some time. 
It was brought out for special days. 

The American president of the 
time, Franklin Pierce, was so thank¬ 


ful that he ordered 25 specially made 
silver medals be made for all those in¬ 
volved in the rescue. 

Once everyone was back on shore, 
the Second Mate of the Northern Belle 
exclaimed that “none but English¬ 
men would have come off to our res¬ 
cue on such a night as this! ” 


Susan Morris, from Ely, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, is related to two of the 
men lost in the sinking. 

She said: “My mother was an 
Emptage and the two Emptages who 
died were distant relatives; the 
younger one was my great great 
grandfather’s cousin and the older 
one was his uncle from a different 
line. 

“We were lucky that other Emptag¬ 
es were in the other rescue boats and 
lived to tell the tale - they were 
Charles, George and Edward. 

“I believe that all three were the 
brothers of my great grandfather Al¬ 
fred Emptage. 

“I have never seen my great great 
grandfather Alfred mentioned in the 
reports of the disaster but I did dis¬ 
cover he was one of those who sur¬ 
vived the rescue attempts and was 
duly presented with his medal along 
with the others rescuers. 

“A cousin of mine later found a ref¬ 
erence to the medal saying it is now at 
the American Numismatic Society in 
Philadelphia. 

“On the back of the medal you can 
just about make out his name with 
the use of a magnifying glass because 
it is now so worn. 

“It is possible to read the third line 
of the inscription which says “to Al¬ 
fred Emptage”. It is possible that it 
was taken to America when Alfred’s 
oldest son emigrated. 

“We found out it was Alfred who 
had lashed the men of the Belle to 
their masts so they would remain safe 
until the storm had subsided. 

“The men on the Victory were as¬ 
tonishingly brave in the face of such 
horrendous conditions. 

“We were amazed to find we had 
such incredible heroes in our family.”

They have been described as the ‘backbones of our communities, playing a vital role in keeping us 
safe and helping others’ by none other than the county’s police and crime commissioner Ann 
Barnes. Luke May finds out about the work of Kent’s many street pastors by talking to one of the 
volunteers who patrols the streets of Gravesend... 




“I would say the arguments we see 
aren’t any more than what I would 
call domestics, people in the same 
group arguing, we don’t really get 
any sort of gang violence.” 

Having joined the pastors when 
they were set up in 2009, the 74-year- 
old explained why she was still will¬ 
ing to head out on patrol. 

She said: “We have prayer pastors 
who stay at base, radioing us if there 
is anything going on and offering us 
refreshments when we come in for 
breaks. 

“I much prefer being out on the 
streets, what I didn’t expect was for it 
to be so much fun. 

“We’re past the jokes with people 
calling us street pasties, everyone 
who is out know who we are and talk 
to us when they need to. 

“People often get concerned for our 
welfare; they ask who we are and 
why we aren’t at home in bed. 

“But out on patrol, we can have just 
as much fun as the people who are 
out celebrating.” 

“The big attraction to being a street 
pastor for me was that we are a Chris¬ 
tian organisation, but we cannot be 
evangelical. 

“We can’t just approach people and 
start talking about our religion. 

“Some people like to talk to us 
about it and ask us questions, we get 
couples that say they would like to get 
married in a church but have never 
been to one. 

“We’re not trying to convert peo¬ 
ple, we’re just trying to help them on 
East

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“The police have said we’re helpful, 
they could be looking after people but 
once we arrive they know we can 
take over and they can continue their 
patrols. 

“It’s a two way relationship, they 
ask us to keep an eye out for things 
sometimes and we have to call them 
sometimes 

“We try and clean up glass bottles 
as we go, it’s not just about the envi¬ 
ronment, and they do have the poten¬ 
tial to be used as weapons.” 

Police and crime commissioner 
Ann Barnes praised the work of the 
street pastors. 

She said: “These people are the 
backbones of our communities, play¬ 
ing a vital role in keeping us safe and 
helping others. 

“I know this grant will make a real 
difference to them. 

“The pastors made a very compel¬ 
ling bid for the money and I’m de¬ 
lighted to be able to help them con¬ 
tinue with their vital work. 

Money from the grant is expected 
to go towards setting up a new team 
to send out on patrols in Gravesend. 

The service is always looking for 
new recruits either as prayer or street 
pastors.

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W ALKING through 
the streets of 
Gravesend on a 
night out might 
conjure up all sorts 
of sights, but in recent years one sta¬ 
ple of every weekend has been the 
teams of patrolling street pastors 
looking out for those in need. 

Teams of street pastors work across 
Kent, with groups in Tunbridge 
Wells, Whitstable, Sitingbourne, 
Sheppey and more. 

With teams of four ranging from 
23-year-olds to 80-year-olds, the 
Gravesham street pastors aim to keep 
people safe on nights out in Graves¬ 
end. 

Running since 2009, there are 
nearly 50 volunteers who walk the 
streets of the town centre on Friday 
and Saturday nights. 

Priscilla McBean has been with the 
pastors since it started, and told KoS 
what the team do on an average night 
out. 

“Our regular hours are from 10pm 
to 2am, but it depends on what we 
find, on the last Saturday of the 
month (payday) we put out two 
teams, as one goes in for refresh¬ 
ments at around midnight, the other 
goes out and stays out until around 
4am. 

“We like to think the town is cov¬ 
ered completely. 

“People being drunk is usually the 
biggest thing we encounter on a 
night out. 

“I often say we are there to listen, to 
help and to care. 

“We sit with people who might 
have had a bit too much to drink, get 
them sober enough so they can get a 
cab home. 

“We see girls that start off the night 
with wonderful shoes that take them 
off toward the end. 


“Instead of letting them walk 
around barefoot on the streets we 
give them flip-flops. 

“We tend to focus on girls, if we see 
them outside a train station on their 
own we’ll go over and talk to them so 
they’re not alone. 

“They say they’re just waiting for 
somebody but we think they’re safer 
with someone there, so we’ll talk to 
them about their night and where 
they’ve been. 

“On every patrol we carry lollipops 
and we hand them out, it tends to de¬ 
fuse any tense situations, but we of¬ 
ten find that our presence can help. 


their night out.” 

Last year the organisation helped 
272 people in difficulty. 

Following its success, the police 
and crime commissioner’s office 
awarded the pastors’ a £1,516 grant. 

The volunteer explained why re¬ 
ceiving donations was so important 
to the pastor’s existence. 

She said: “Anyone who signs up 
has to find £300, this all goes towards 
the costs of the uniform and the ad¬ 
ministration of the group. 

All but one of our team are unpaid 
volunteers, the only person who is 
paid is in charge of our admin. 

“It is a lot of money but it shows the 
commitment of those who want to 
join, they’ve got there uniform and 
they’re ready. 

“You have to train to become a 
street pastor, it takes 12 sessions on 
Saturdays, so anyone who signs up 
has to be willing to give up that many 
Saturdays. 

“During the training courses we 
cover things like first aid and com¬ 
municating with people.” 

Other courses taken by the pastors 
include knowing your area and men¬ 
tal health training, as well as infor¬ 
mation on drug and alcohol 
awareness. 

And Mrs McBean who describes her¬ 
self as a “Gravesender”, said the group 
often works alongside the police. 




















Remarkable story of soccer ace 
turned Army officer and hero 

‘True heroes’ come in all shapes, sizes and colours as Chris Murphy discovers as he finds out about 
the First World War Army officer from Folkestone whose skill on the football pitch was matched only 
by his bravery on the battlefield...

Story of VC hero’s 
courageous last 
stand goes online 

William Cotter received the highest possible honour for his 
bravery during the First World War. Now his story will live on 
for future generations thanks to the National Army Museum 
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I T was recently the anniversary 
of the death of one of Kent’s fin¬ 
est First World War heroes who 
was killed in action on March 
25,1918. 

As a black man, Walter Tull broke 
military rules when he took up the 
position of an officer in the Army. 

University historian Marika Sher¬ 
wood, from Faversham, who has 
studied Mr Tull’s story, explained: 
“He was a remarkable man and 
achieved so much as a time when be¬ 
ing a man of his colour would have 
been a hindrance. 

“Why a law was brought in to stop 
someone black being trained and pro¬ 
moted as an officer, I don’t know. 

“But by the First World War you 
had to be of pure European descent to 
become an officer. And some regi¬ 
ments didn’t accept black volunteers. 
However, not all regiments were so 
racist and we now have a book about 
them serving in the war, called Black 
Tommies.” 

Walter came from Folkestone, and 
Ms Sherwood said: “Another fine lo¬ 
cal soldier to that town, William Cot¬ 
ter also stood out in the military for 
his bravery. It seems the town once 
bred true heroes.” 

Walter Tull was born in Folkestone 
on April 28, 1888. His father Daniel 
had arrived from Barbados in 1876 
and found work as a carpenter and 
later married Alice Elizabeth Palmer, 
from Hougham. 

Their young son Walter was edu¬ 
cated at North Board School, now 
Mundella Primary School, in Folke¬ 
stone. 

It was far removed from the life of 
his grandfather, who had been a slave 
in Barbados. 

Tragically, both Walter’s parents 
died when he was nine-years-old, so 
he and his brother Edward were 
moved to live in a Methodist orphan¬ 
age in Bethnal Green, East London. 

It soon became apparent Walter 
had a great talent for football and in 
1909 was signed by Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur, thus becoming Britain’s third 
black professional footballer after 
Arthur Wharton of Sheffield and Billy 
Clarke, who played for Aston Villa. 

During some of his matches, the 
first reports of racism from the ter¬ 
races emerged. The first came during 
an away FA Cup match against Bris¬ 
tol City in 1909. The headline in the 
local paper rang: “Colour Prejudice 
Problem at Bristol”. 

But the Football Star newspaper re¬ 
ported: “Tull is a model for all white 
men who play football.” 

War came as Glasgow Rangers be¬ 
gan negotiations with Northampton 
Town to transfer Tull. 

However, the young man aban¬ 
doned his football career to join the 
17th (1st Football) Battalion of the 
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Middlesex Regiment. His battalion 
arrived in France in November 1915. 

And it wasn’t long before he made 
his mark. 

Ms Sherwood continued: “In the 
Army, Tull’s leadership qualities were 
quickly recognised and he was pro¬ 
moted to sergeant. 

“Despite military regulations for¬ 
bidding ‘any negro or person of col¬ 
our’ being commissioned as an offic¬ 
er, Walter was promoted to lieutenant 
in 1917 after attending the officer 
training school at Gailes, Scotland. 

“He had fought in the battle of the 
Somme in 1916 and in Italy in 1917 
when he was mentioned in despatch¬ 
es for gallantry and coolness when 
leading a company of 26 men on a 
raiding party into enemy territory.” 

From there, it was back to France, 
but tragedy was not far away. 

Ms Sherwood, a research fellow at 


the Institute of Commonwealth Stud¬ 
ies, University of London, told KoS: 
“He was returned to France and on 
25th March, 1918, was ordered to 
lead his men in an attack on the Ger¬ 
man trenches at Favreuil. 

“He was hit by a German bullet and 
must have died instantly. His body 
was never recovered. He was just 29 
years old.” 

On April 17, 1918, a Lieutenant 
Pickard wrote to Walter’s brother: 
“Being at present in command (the 
captain was wounded) - allow me to 
say how popular he was throughout 
the Battalion. He was brave and con¬ 
scientious; he had been recommend¬ 
ed for the Military Cross, and had cer¬ 
tainly earned it, the Commanding 
Officer had every confidence in him, 
and he was liked by the men. 

“Now he has paid the supreme sac¬ 
rifice; the Battalion and Company 
East 


have lost a faithful officer; personally 
I have lost a friend. Can I say more, 
except that I hope that those who re¬ 
main may be true and faithful as he.” 

The medal was never formally 
awarded to the ‘brave’ soldier and a 
campaign has run on and off ever 
since for him to receive the recogni¬ 
tion he deserves. 

In 2006, historian Phil Vasili and 
Northampton South MP Brian Binley 
launched a campaign for Tull to be 
posthumously awarded the Military 
Cross, but so far to no avail. 

Mr Vasili made a film in 2008 
about Tull’s extraordinary life called 
Walter’s War, and a fresh film is said 
to be in the wings starring Tom 
Wilkinson and Vinnie Jones. 

There has also been a stage play 
which was well received. 

Ms Sherwood added: “In the First 
World War Britain it was decided it 
could not have a black person point¬ 
ing the gun at Europeans, so its regi¬ 
ments from the Caribbean, some 
15,200 in the British West India Reg¬ 
iment, only fought in the Middle East. 
They could have also been used as la¬ 
bourers. 

“The French had no such problem 
and used half a million men from 
their African colonies to fight in Eu¬ 
rope. Britain used about 1.1 million 
Indian troops plus an unknown 
number of ‘pioneer’ troops which 
were carriers or labourers. 

“Numbers are equally unclear for 


Africans. It is thought there were 
about one million who fought, espe¬ 
cially in the takeover of German colo¬ 
nies in Africa. 

“They were supported by at least 
three million ‘carriers’ as there were 
no roads or railways that could be 
used and diseases killed horses.” 

The Ministry of Defence has always 
refused to award the medal, but the 
campaign continues, said Ms Sher¬ 
wood. 

“He was an amazing man and an 
inspiration to so many that it is only 
fitting that his family should one day 
be allowed to have the medal he so 
richly deserves. 

“The war was horrific yet he 
showed the courage few men are ca¬ 
pable of, so surely it would be justice 
for the medal to be awarded. I am 
confident it will happen eventually, 
but why wait so long? 

“Walter Tull is a hero and Folke¬ 
stone should be proud of him. His 
bravery knew no bounds and his life 
should be marked. 

“Another major movie on Tull’s life 
could be just the impetus the cam¬ 
paign needs to ensure one day the 
world knows his name.” 

Pat Justad, his brother Edward’s 
granddaughter, once told the Inde¬ 
pendent: “The lovely thing is that the 
story is being used educationally, but 
it’s also slightly strange because it’s 
always just been a family story for 
us.”

We have had ‘glamping’, and now it 
seems we really enjoy ‘champing’ in 
the county too. Chris Murphy finds 


out more... 


W HILE ‘glamping’ is 
all about being 
posh under can¬ 
vas, ‘champing’ is 
all about spending 
the night... inside a church. 

Armed with a sleeping bag and 
some provisions, more and more of 
us are getting behind this novel mon¬ 
ey-making idea from the Churches 
Conservation Trust. 

It has become so popular since its 
launch last year with two churches 
taking part, that this year there are 
plans to bring many more parishes 
on board. 

While exactly how many fresh 
churches there will be to spend the 
night in, a spokesman admits they 
had no idea it would catch on so 
quickly. 

Across the south east, there are 
now 10 churches taking part, but 
jKent is set to open many more to 
j overnight stayers. 

, Presently Kent has All Saints’ 
Church in West Stourmouth and The 
Church of St Mary the Virgin in 
Fordwich. 

The Churches Conservation Trust 
•is the operator of the third largest 
heritage estate in charitable owner¬ 
ship. 

The mostly Grade I and II listed 
buildings and several Scheduled An¬ 
cient Monuments under its umbrella 
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could have vanished forever without 
its vital work. 

They are progressively being as so¬ 
cial, tourism, educational or cultural 
resources, which means they can be 
kept open and become the heart of a 
community once again. 

And that now includes champing 
which has just received the Special 
Judge’s Award for Best Accommoda¬ 
tion at the 2016 Hudson’s Heritage 
Awards. 

The original Saxon building of All 
Saints was damaged in an earth¬ 
quake in 1382 and subsequently re¬ 
built. 

St Mary’s is a small crooked church 
that exudes warmth and light and is 
jam-packed full of ancient examples 
of exquisite craftsmanship. 

Pieces include the 12th-century 
marble font, jewel-coloured 14th 
century stained glass and a large 
carved stone shrine, dating from 
around 1100. 

It costs around £55 per person to 
go champing in Kent, which includes 
breakfast, and the cash is used for re¬ 
pair and investment to church build¬ 
ings in more remote locations. 

It is £20 for children 15 and under 
and for groups of eight or more the 
price reduces to £45 per adult. 

The season starts on 1st May, and 
the trust reckons it will be a busy 
year for the Kent churches taking

Investigating our fascination with 
serial killers and chilling crimes 


A retired murder squad detective will be bringing his new show, highlighting the crimes of 20 of the 
UK’s worst serial killers, to Gravesend. He spoke to Molly Kersey-Law... 


H earing the stories of 
how serial killers went 
about committing their 
murders is enough to 
send shivers down any¬ 
one’s spine. 

And yet, many have something of a 
morbid fascination with these killers 
and the crimes that they have 
committed. 

Trevor Marriott, a retired murder 
squad detective, has been research¬ 
ing serial killers for a number of 
years, producing books and stage 
shows exploring their crimes, errors 
made by law enforcement agencies 
persuing them at the time, and how 
they were eventually caught. 

His new show - The UK’s Worst Se¬ 
rial Killers - will be performed at 
Gravesend’s Woodville Halls next 
month. 

“The show is a spin-off from my 
show last year called World’s Worst 
Serial Killers, the content of which 
was from my book, The Evil Within,” 
Mr Marriott told KoS. 

“It was such a successful show, and 
following the show lots of people were 
coming up to me and saying why 
didn’t you include this one, or that 
one? 

“I decided to do one on the UK’s 
worst serial killers. This time I start 
with serial killers going back to the 
Victorian period and then bring it 
back up to date.” 

While the show is certainly not for 
the faint-hearted, Mr Marriott ex¬ 
plained that it won’t be as graphic as 
his previous one. 
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“There’s no blood and gore,” he 
said. 

“A lot of the serial killers featured 
in World’s Worst Serial Killers are not 
from this country and it’s far easier to 
get access to crime scene photos in 
countries outside of the UK. It’s diffi¬ 
cult to get hold of crime scene photos 
in this country, the police tend to 
keep them very much to themselves 
and don’t make them available to the 
press, whereas in countries like the 
US they are far easier to get access to.” 

The audio-visual show features 
photographs of the killers and their 
victims. 

Mr Marriott added: “It’s not just me 
standing up there talking, there’s 
about 200 images and video clips 
that are shown. 

“For those people who watch TV 
documentaries you get a 60 minute 
documentary on one person alone. In 
this particular show I can give the 
tales of 20 serial killers - their crimes, 
how they conducted them and how 
they were caught. 

“I have tried to break it up in relation 
to the type of murders they carried out 
and what they did to their victims. I 
have to vary the content so it doesn’t 
get repetitive and choose crimes that 
people can get interested in.” 

And he has noticed an interesting 
trend in the audiences that come to 
see his shows. 

“I have to say that perhaps 80 per 
cent of my audience, with the previ¬ 
ous show and this one so far, all tend 
to have been made up of women,” he 
said. 


“The age range tends to be right 
across the board, but there’s a greater 
leaning towards younger people. I 
would put that down to the fact that I 
get a lot of students coming to the 
shows, who are studying subjects like 
criminology and psychology. 

“A lot of the students on those 
courses tend to be females rather 
than males, so that helps to swell the 
female numbers.” 

Serial killers known to have had 
links to the county include Colin Ire¬ 
land, who was born in Dartford and 
murdered a number of homosexual 
men and Patrick Mackay, who con¬ 
fessed to killing 11 people - with eld¬ 
erly women and a priest among his 
victims - in Kent and London. 

But Mr Marriott remained tight- 
lipped on whether either of them 
would be discussed in the show. 

“They could be,” he said. 

“Patrick Mackay is an interesting 
one. When you look at the crimes of 
these serial killers, there’s some who 
don’t care who they kill or where they 
kill or why. I think Mackay was one of 
those. 

“I tend not to tell people who is in it 
at this stage, because it often spoils it 
if people know who they are seeing. 
There are people in this show that 
people who follow serial killers and 
their crimes are not going to be too 
familiar with.” 

Mr Marriott spent some 25 years in 
the police force, and conducted a cold 
case investigation into the 1888 Jack 
the Ripper murders in 2002. 

“With reference to the Ripper in- 
East 



vestigation my police experience was 
invaluable,” he said. 

“I could look at things in a totally 
different light to an author or mem¬ 
ber of the public.” 

He published books Jack the Ripper 
- A 21st Century Investigation and 
Jack the Ripper - The Secret Police 
Files, before turning his attention to 
researching serial killers and releas¬ 
ing The Evil Within - The World’s 
Worst Serial Killers, in 2014. 

But what of criticism that he is 
making a profit out of people’s pain 
and suffering? 

“What I am presenting 
to the public is reality. 

It’s what happened. We 
can’t change that,” he 
said. 

“When I took my 
World’s Worst Serial 
Killers show to a thea¬ 
tre in Yorkshire - of 
course with the York¬ 
shire Ripper in particu¬ 
lar - a reporter said ‘do 
you think it’s right you’re 
making money out of this 
type of thing?’. 

I said ‘the stories are 
there to be told’. 

“The York¬ 
shire Ripper 
goes bad 
more thar 
30 years 
and a lot of 
people who 
come to 
the show 


weren’t even born then, therefore 
what I am describing, they might not 
even be aware of. 

“How far do you go back and say - 
will relatives not be too pleased if 
you’re talking about their loved ones 
being killed? 

“Jack the Ripper was 127 years ago, 
are we to say we can’t talk about Jack 
the Ripper because there may be fam¬ 
ily members of the victims who are 
still alive?” 

The UK’s Worst Serial Killers will 
be performed at the Woodville Halls 
on April 21.

Race fans flock to Brands Hatch 
for touring car championships 

It’s fast and furious and bound to be a spectacle as race fans flock to Brands Hatch this weekend in 
their tens of thousands for the opening round of the British Touring Car Championship. And it’s not 
just a big attraction for visitors to the county we’ve got a number of Kent-based teams and drivers 
taking part too as Simon Allin finds out... 


M OTORSPORTS fans in 
Kent have been gear¬ 
ing up for the British 
Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship’s (BTCC) sea¬ 
son opener, which takes place this 
weekend at the legendary Brands 
Hatch racing circuit near Swanley. 

Saturday’s qualifying and Sun¬ 
day’s races feature a record 32-car 
full-season entry, including five 
former champions, proven race-win¬ 
ners and young talent hoping to 
make a breakthrough. 

Scotsman Gordon Sheddon will be 
looking to retain his title, clinched af¬ 
ter last season’s dramatic finale - but 
the Honda driver is up against some 
stiff competition. 

This year sees the BTCC debut of 
legendary Japanese manufacturer 
Subaru, whose Levorg was unveiled 
at Donington Park last week. The car 
will be driven by Jason Plato and Col-

The motorsports spectacle is sure 
to provide a significant boost for the 
local economy too, as it attracts thou¬ 
sands of racelovers from up and down 
the country. 

A spokesman for the circuit told 
Kent on Sunday: “Touring car races 
attract crowds in excess of 30,000, so 
it is a big event for the course. 

“The championship has grown in 
the last five years or so, and there has 
been an increase in spectators. 

“We get a lot of people from all over 
the country - as far away as Scotland 
and Wales - so it is a huge event in 
terms of bringing people to Kent. 

“It should be a good year for Kent 
teams. The Motorbase team are pick¬ 
ing up where they left off last year; 
they are in a strong position and they 
have a strong driver line up.” 

In total, four local teams - Motor- 
base Performance, TeamHARD, 
AmD Tuning and West Surrey Rac¬ 
ing - are all in contention for this 
year’s crown. 

Wrotham-based Motorbase will be 
hoping to build on the successes of 
last summer’s final meetings, when 
they won twice. 

Many people are tipping Motor- 
base’s Matt Jackson to win a maiden 
title, although he faces stiff competi¬ 
tion from his teammate and 2013 
champion Andrew Jordan. 

Team manager Ollie Collins said: 
“For me it is one of the most unpre¬ 
dictable and open starts to the season 
in recent years 

“I think it is going to be very, very 
close; it is just a question of who is 


keeping what up their sleeve. 

“We are there to win, there are no 
two ways about it. We are comforta¬ 
ble with our place but we never know 
how everyone else is doing.” 

“There is an added amount of sup¬ 
port and a lot of expectation, and we 
have probably got the best driver line¬ 
up we have ever had. 

“They both have the same desire to 
go out and win. Matt is part of the fur¬ 
niture, but Andrew has settled in so 
well and the pair of them are just 
working great together, so we are 
hoping they will push each other on.”

DESCRIBED by Austrian FI legend 
Gerhard Berger as ‘the best circuit 
in the world’, Brands Hatch at 
Fawkham, is renowned for the 
challenging Paddock Hill bend. 

Situated in a natural amphithea¬ 
tre, the track’s unique setting 
provides spectators with unrivalled 
views of the action from a number 
of vantage points. 

There are two configurations: 
the shorter “Indy” layout, which is 
1.198 miles long, and the “Grand 
Prix” layout, which runs for 2.433 
miles. 

Originally used as a cycling and 
motorcycling circuit on farmland, 
the venue hosted its first motor 
racing meeting, organised by the 
500 Club, in 1950. 

The track was extended in the

10.15am. 

Each following race will also be 
shown on ITV, along with exclusive 
highlights of the action, with the ter¬ 
restrial broadcasting rights secure 
until at least 2022. 


Brabham, Ayrton Senna, Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton are 
among the high-profile names to 
have raced at the track over the 
years. 

Nigel Mansell scored his first 
Grand Prix victory at Brands in 
1985 before winning the final FI 
World Championship race the 
following year. 

More recently, the 2012 Paralym¬ 
pic Games saw Alex Zanardi’s 
Road Cycling performance at 
Brands Hatch voted the number 
one moment of the tournament. 

As well as the BTCC, Brands 
Hatch plays hosts to a number of 
major motorsport events, including 
the British Superbike Champion¬ 
ship and British Truck Racing 
Championship.

Creative director Ged Graham 
explained: “We are really looking 
forward to bringing the show to 
stages across the world, starting 
with some of the UK’s most prestig¬ 
ious venues in 2016, a year set to be 
a huge celebration of Irish culture 
to commemorate the centenary of 
the Easter Rising.” 

Also known as the Easter Rebel¬ 
lion, this saw members of the Irish 
Volunteers and the Citizen’s Army 
occupy buildings in Dublin and 
proclaim a republic on Easter Mon¬ 
day in 1916. 


It was quashed by the British 
Army some six days later. 

Mr Graham added: “Everyone 
has been separated from loved ones 
and their homes at some point in 
their lives, so this is a story that 
people can really engage with and 
relate to, myself included. 

“The audience is drawn in to the 
story and swept on a journey that is 
both heartbreaking and heart¬ 
warming. 

“It is set against a backdrop of key 
historical events including Ameri¬ 
ca’s introduction to rock and roll, 
the rebuilding of London post World 
War two and John F Kennedy’s his¬ 
toric presidential visit to Ireland in 
1963,” he explained. 

“It’s a story full of emotional 
highs and lows.” 

The show features a number of 
dancers from the county’s Turner 
Academy of Irish Dance and Leanne 


Kyte, who is from Dartford. 

Ms Kyte began her training at the 
Liz Burville Performing Arts Centre 
in Bexley at the age of three, and 
gained a place at the Young Ameri¬ 
cans College of Performing Arts in 
California when she was 18. 

Since her return to the UK she 
worked with various touring pro¬ 
duction companies and has previ¬ 
ously starred in stage shows includ¬ 
ing Aladdin, Dick Whittington and 
My Fair Lady.

B AND Sinnerboy will be 
bringing the music of 
iconic guitarist Rory 
Gallagher to Chisle- 
hurst next week. 

Irish multi-instrumentalist Mr 
Gallagher had a large impact on 
blues and rock music before he 
died in 1995 at the age of 47. 

Barry Barnes formed band Sin¬ 
nerboy in 2001 ‘with the sole in¬ 
tention of keeping Rory’s memory 
and music alive’. 

Mr Barnes, who is the lead gui¬ 
tarist and singer in the band, ex¬ 
plained: “I was just so, so upset. He 
was far too young to have been 
taken from us. 

“As the months went on, I had it 
in my mind that something should 
be done to commemorate Rory’s 
death, and to celebrate the huge 
contribution he made to the rock 
and blues scene, influencing so 
many great players over the years.”

him back. He was lovely, and 
said how grateful he was that 
Rory’s music was living on in this 
way. 

“I was very touched by his phone 
call, and he continues to be very 
supportive of what we do.” 

Sinnerboy is made up of Mr 
Barnes, Dave Smiley on bass 
guitar and Steve Richardson, who 
is from nearby Orpington, on 
drums.

Gemma Dunn meets celebrated chef Nigel Mendham to discuss his passion for creating good food 


M ODERN British with a 
classical element is 
how Nigel Mendham 
likes to cook: “ I start 
with the ingredients 
that are in season and then I come up 
with some ideas to create a dish 
around them,” he explains. 

When we meet, the celebrated chef 
is unruffled, low-key and ready to get 
the job done. 

Preferring his cooking to do the 
talking, Mr Mendham’s passion for 
creating delicious cuisine has been 
recognised by a number of accolades, 
including a Michelin star and three 
AA Rosettes for his stint at the pres¬ 
tigious Samling Hotel in the Lake 
District. 

But it’s his latest role, as executive 


head chef at Dukes London’s signa¬ 
ture restaurant Thirty Six, that has 
given him a stage in the heart of the 
capital. 

And for one day only, I get to don 
some chef’s whites and share Mend- 
ham’s podium - or at the least attempt 
to - for a one-off gourmet cookery les¬ 
son at the quintessential hotel in cel¬ 
ebration of his latest venture, the 
British Larder menu. 

Marrying seasonal ingredients, 
sourced from top British suppliers, 
with timeless culinary traditions, he 
explains the inspiration behind the 
project stems from “ requests for sim¬ 
ple, home-cooked food”. 

Mr Mendham’s come up with some 
“British classics - with a twist”, find¬ 
ing innovative ways to “put a differ¬

ent take on each dish to make it my 
own”. 

Drawing on his childhood - sum¬ 
mers spent picking clams and crab¬ 
bing on the Norfolk coast, before go¬ 
ing home and cooking with his 
mother - nostalgic dishes on the 
menu include fish and chips, lobster 
thermidor and pineapple upside 
down cake. The latter of which I whip 
up during our masterclass, along 
with a mushroom consomme starter 
and venison main. 

With natural flair, Mr Mendham 
makes it look easy, from his practical, 
hands-on technique to his light¬ 
hearted, motivational teaching. 

He doesn’t cut corners - “I love to 
cook on the stove as I think you get so 
much more flavour, plus it gives the 


team more technical skill,” he says. 

Despite being “busy, busy all the 
time” he is sold on the premise that 
when it comes to cooking “ you have 
to make it enjoyable, as good team 
spirit is key”. 

Of his dedicated team, he says: 
“Chefs are hard to find, so I prefer to 
take chefs that are at commi or demi 
chef level and train them up. 

“As long as they are willing to 
learn, it’s quite easy to train them. It 
takes time but it’s very rewarding to 
watch someone grow as a chef.” 

And he means it. 

After a morning in the kitchen, it 
was great to see just how far I’d come 
once the dishes were plated up - un¬ 
der Mr Mendham’s pristine guidance, 
of course.

PREVIEW: The Tiguan has been popular despite its high price - can the new 
Mark II continue the ‘reassuringly expensive’ success story? 


R ATHER in the way that Stella Artois 
used to be marketed as ‘reassuringly 
expensive’, VW’s Tiguan has deliv¬ 
ered value at a higher price. 

This shows when owners come to 
sell this well-built SUV and find they can claw 
back a big chunk of their original outlay. 

And while cheaper rivals can challenge the 
Tiguan for style, quality and practicality - such as 
the Skoda Yeti and Ford Kuga - surely only badge 
snobbery would tempt anyone to look at dearer 
BMW and Audi models? 

Launched in 2008 with a moniker combining 
tiger with ‘leguan’ - German for an iguana - the 
Tiguan now makes way for a Mark II claimed to 
offer more cabin space plus up to 25 per cent bet¬ 
ter fuel efficiency. 

Interior trimming and style also look more ad¬ 
venturous than before. 

However, the space gains come from a bigger 
on-road footprint: 60mm longer and 30mm wid¬ 
er, with the wheelbase stretched by 77mm to 
2,681mm 

Boot capacity is up too, by 145 litres to 615 with 
rear seats in place, or 1,655 litres when folded. 

Diesel power is currently the only engine 
option, mated with six-speed manual or optional 
six or seven-speed dual-clutch DSG transmission 
- VW’s clever auto ‘box that delivers all the 


driving fun of a manual. 

But VW will offer a plug-in petrol-electric hy¬ 
brid later, using a 154bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine 
plus electric motor for a lively combined output 
of 215bhp and possible range of 575 miles. 

As before, front-wheel drive and 4x4 are both 
offered, with the latter variants featuring 


200mm ground clearance - 11mm better than 
front-driven models. With a nod to the previous 
Tiguan’s Escape version, Mark II 4x4 models are 
offered with an off-road package that brings a 
reworked front bumper to increase the approach 
angle from 18.3 degrees to 25.6 degrees.

Kia Ceed - the marque's game changer 


Other Kias outsell the Ceed, but the family hatch series made the hard yards to 
transform the Korean brand’s image, writes Steve Loader... 



K IIA’S latest version of its 
Sportage SUV top seller 
has just hit showrooms. 
The previous model 
re-cast the Korean brand 
in the eyes of UK consumers, 
switching it from value brand to one 
with growing desirability and style. 

But Kia’s No3 seller, the Ceed (from 
£14,805) did all the hard work 
behind the scenes on quality, 
reliability and design and spawned a 
successful family of cars: the 
five-door hatchback, SW estate and 
spin-off Proceed three-door hatch¬ 
back coupe. 

The original Ceed hatch (2007-12) 
was Kia’s first car designed for 
Europe and built there - at a 
state-of-the-art plant in Slovakia - 
and the brand’s confidence in the car 
was such that it pioneered the 
seven-year/100,000-mile warranty 
that now covers all Kias. 

The Mark II raised the game yet 
again, being wholly designed by Kia’s 
German design guru Peter Schreyer, 
creator of the original Audi TT. 

The Ceed Mark II is an elegant car 
and one of the most spacious in class 
for passengers and their luggage, and 
Kia has concentrated on delivering 
the best comfort, in partnership with 
a good driving experience, fine- 


tuned by a facelift last year. 

As a result, only the keenest 
drivers will have a quarrel with the 
Ceed, the vast majority being happy 
at how it soaks up bumps on our 
increasingly poor UK roads. 

The facelift included introduction 
of a turbocharged 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder petrol engine, a format that 


would not have been countenanced a 
few years ago, but is now seen as key 
in the fight back against diesel, 
thanks to its light weight, potential 
frugality and low emissions. 

It still has the characteristic 
uneven beat of a three-pot engine, 
but this is muted and the unit proved 
responsive in all conditions, though I 




fear that the need to rev it even in 
normal traffic conditions means that 
the quoted combined cycle 57.6mpg 
is far from realistic - the car’s 
computer showed my averages were 
in the mid-30s. 

Nevertheless, combined with a 
swift-changing six-speed gearbox, it 
would be an attractive option if not

PREMIER League strugglers Crystal 
Palace have signed one of Margate’s 
young talents this week. 

Gate striker Freddie Ladapo signed 
for the eagles this week after a succes- 
ful season with the east Kent side. 

The former-Colchester striker had 
been linked with a move away from 
Margate in January, with interest re¬ 
portedly from Dagenham & Red¬ 
bridge and Grimsby Town, but team¬ 
mates were delighted to see the player 
stay on for most of the season.
